IN THE KANAWHA VALLEY. 


Parkerspurc, W. Va., July 2.—A cloud 
burst over the valley of the Little Kanawha 
last night, flooding the country, destroying 
crops, sinking boats and causing the loss of 
several lives. In three hours the Kanawha 
raised six feet and ran out with such velocity 
that it carried everything beforeit. At this 
point thousands of logs and a number of boats 
went out or were gunk. The Little Kana- 
wha Lumber Co. lost 2, 000 logs; West’s Mill,ten 
rafts; Barringer, several fleets; W. P. Padden,/ 
five barges with ties, several of which were 
caught below; Keever & Co. lost four barges 
of coal: Miller, three rafts and 2,000 ties; Tay- 


lor, one fleet of timber; Chas. Wells, four.

IN THE BIG TYGART VALLEY. 

Above the destruction was still greater. Big 
Tygart Valley is completely ruined. The big 
mill near its mouth went out and took the 
Tygart bridge with it. In the valley all the 
fences, crops and much live stock were lost. 

About noon information was received thas 
the steamer Oneida had deen wrecked and 
sunk at Enterprise, above. Still later a ro- 
port came that the steamer C. C. Martin was 
sunk at Burning Springs. The Little Tygart is 
also reported completely ruined. Heathes- 
ington’s store, Capt. Spencer’s residence, C. 
P. Cooper's residence and that of J. W. Smith 
are completely demolished, butno lives are 
reported lost as yet. 

At Chesterville, a small town about ten 
miles above, half the residences were carried 
oft bodily and left in cornfields. In Clay Dis- 
tricta une church and three dwellings were 
wrecked. 

THE STORM’S GREATEST FURY. 

The worst story of all comes from Morris- 
town, asmall village near the head of Tucker 
Creek, where the cloud-bdurst concentrated in 
all its fury, coming down on the village about 
midnight and totally destroying it, together 
with many of ite people. Thefirst report gave 
the loss at eleven, but later news seems to fix 
the loss at a greater number. The houses of 
the citizens are said to have been picked up 


and hurled against each other in such a short 
space of time that no chance of escape was 
given the people. 

Among those lost at Morristown are Jake 
Kiker, his brothers, Joseph and Thomas, a 
man named Bailey, Orville West, wife and 
child. The body ofa man believed to be 
another Morristown victim was found on 
Richardson farm this morning. 

A family boat containing three or four per- 
sons went out during the night, and it is de- 
lleved that all are lost, as the last seen of 
them was when the woman held up a child in 
her arms and beckoned for assistance as the 
house disappeared in the flood.

A Stockholder Does Not Want the Laclede 
Co. Mortgaged. 


L. A. Coquard, the broker, by his attorney, 
filed a petition this morning seeking to re- 
strain the Laclede Gas LightCo., Emerson 
McMillin, ite president, the Board of Directors 
and H. B. Hollins, the promoter ofthe new 
gas trust scheme, from mortgaging the prop- 
erty of the Laclede Gas Light Co. to se- 
cure the payment of $7,500,000 worth of bonds. 


Mr. Coquard is one ot the few stockholders of 
the old Laciede Gas-Light Co. who did not fa- 
vor the consolidation of all the gas companies 
inthe city. Heowns sixty-one shares of La- 
clede Gas Co. stock and 617 certificates of the 
old Gas Trust formed by the consolidation of 
the St. Louis, Carondelet and Water-Gas com- 
panies. tle refused to sell his interests in 
these companics tothe new Trust and seeks, 
by this proceeding, to render the action of the 
new Trust void. 

Ine Laciede Gas Co.’s original capital stock 
was $2,500,000, and when it joined the Trust 
the name was retained andthe capital stock 
was increased to $10,000,000. The original 
stock of $2,500 000 was called ‘‘preferred 
stock’’ in the Trust, and the remaining $7,- 
500, 000 was called ‘‘common stock, and de. 
livered to H. B. Hollings, as Mr. Coquard 
claims, without any consideration eing 
given.

ICER BIEHLE KNOCKS OUT SERGT 
PIERCE’S CHARGES AGAINST THE POLICE. 


* 


The Latter in His Own Defense—He Was 


Not Re-Blected Because He Fought ter 


the Pyym- ut of Fees Inte the Fund— 
What His Daughter Received for Appear- 
ing at the Benefit, 


The sensational charges made by Sergt. 
George Pierce against prominent members of 
the Police Relief Association are knocked 
into a cocked hat. And one of that gentle - 
man’s own henchmen put in the flashing 
blow. Officer Biehle, the Secretary of the old 
comniittee, this morning made a statement 
which refuted the charges in toto and placed 
Sergt. Pierce ina most unenviable position. 
According to Officer Biehle’s statement not a 
man onthe force owes the association one 
penny. Hesaid: ‘‘The whole trouble came 
about over a mistaken sense of right and ob- 
ligationsa, The newspapers insist that Serst. 
Pierce charges that fees were stolen. 
According to the constitution of the 
association all witness fees due a member 
must be paid into thetreasury. There are 
four courts where the officer cannot collect 
those fees, the Secretary being required to 
sign the receipt for their payment. But, in 
the United States Court and Justice of the 
Peace offices, the officer must present himself 
in person. One or two of the men thought 
they were entitled to retain these fees, but as 
soon asthe situation was explained to them 
they promptly paidin the money. They were 
never threatened into such action. They did 
it of thelrown free will. Another thing, the 
books of the association have nothing 
to show that Capt. Frangel or 
any other man owes any money 
to the treasury- Capt. Frangel did owe $300 
but tbat account has been balanced in full 
longjago. The association isin a wore pros- 
perous condition financially at the present 
time than it ever has been in the history of 
We now have $18,000 on 
hand, and the books never before snowed 
such asum.’’ 

„How long ago was the discovery made that 
these few officers were holding out United 
States Court fees?’’ 

About nine months ago. 
ered that fact I at once laid it before Sorgt. 
Pierce, the President of the committee. The 


matter was then explained to the men and the 
money paid over. 

‘*Thepo why has Sergt. Pierce waited until 
after his defeat in an election to make this 
matter public, instead of exposing the offend- 
ers nine months ago, if there bad been any- 
thing wrong?’’ 

This question still remains unanswered. 

SERGT. MURRAY 

has placed his complaint iu writing and left it 
in the hands of the proper authorities. Asan 
inevitabie result Sergt. Pierce must now come 
up before the Board of Police Commissioners 
to answer to the charge of libeling Seret. 
Murray by making the remark that Murray 
bad been forced into paying 221 into the fund 
which he had retained for his own use. 

It is generally understood that atthe secret 
meeting held yesterday morning by the mem- 
bers of the retiring board it was decided if 
possible to hold another election and itis 
unauthoritatively stated that Citv Counselor 
Bell was interviewed on such action. Anew 
electioa would be contrary tothe dictates of 
either legislation or reason. Sergt. Boyd will 
object most strenuously to any such step. 

SERGT. GEORGE PIERCE 

was seen this morning at the Fourth District 
Station and discussed his side of the case 
freely. Said be: ‘‘The statement that has 
been made that all members of the committee 
except one were ousted is not correct. There 
are fifteén members of the committee, but 
the only men who permitted their 
names to be put up for re-election 
were Vanstan, Hayes, King, Joyce, Biehle, 
Badger, Lucy and myself. The six first named 
were re-elected, Lucy and I being the only 
two who failed of re-election. That shows 
they made a mark of me. They wanted me 
Out ot there because I bad made myself ob- 
noxious to some of them by insisting on their 

aying into the fund all the fees due it. 

ucy’s defeat I cannot account for 
unless it was becanse he stuck to me 
in my fight to have these fees paid into the 
fund. Sergt. Murray claims they all joked me 
about my defeat and I took it good naturedly. 
That is not true. He is the only man who 
joked me about it, and that was what 
caused us to have words. I went 
to see City Counsellor Bell in refer- 
ence to the election. I claimed it was 
not regular, because the Fourth Sub-station 
had not been notified and the Fifth District 
officers were told to be down at 1] o’clock in- 
stead of l0 o’clock. Mr. Beil asked me if the 
failure to notify the Fourth District sub- 
station would have made any difference in 
the result. I told him it would, as 
the two sergeants there would have come 
down and both would have voted for me, as 
they had told me they would do so. Onthe 
first ballot only forty-four votes were cast, of 
which King and I received twenty-two each. 
The votes of those two sergeants or of either 
of them would have elected me that ballot. 
Mr. Beli then agreed with me that 
I should have been elected. Besides. 
I think the Fifth District men were 
told the wrong hour so as to beat me. My 
friends did not have time to circulate around 
among them after they came, and I think they 
were all fixed against me by my enemies. It 
was all a put up job to defeat me. 

‘*‘While President of the committee I re- 
ceived information that fees were collected in 
the United States Court by mem- 
bers of the association and not 
turned into the relief fund, where 
they belonged. I told Officer kienle to go 
there and see if enough fees had been colleet- 
ed to warrant me in appointing a committee 
to examine the books of the court. He report- 
ed to me thatthere had been, and brought a 
list of the delinquent, and this list of names is 
entered on the minutes of the association. 
I instructed Biehle to write a letter to 
the Captain of each District, requesting him 
to inform the men that the delinquents were 
known, and asking themto pay upto save 
further trouble. We have a by-law which 
makes it obligatory for all members to notity 
the association when they bave cases com- 
pleted. In response to these letters sent out 
by us in reference to the United States Courts, 
aht. John W. Campbell informed us 
thut he und some others had $15 in fees due 
them out in Ulayton, We hud heard nothing 
of uny fees due or collected by officers in Clay- 
ton, so, acting on the information given us by 
Capt Campbell, I concluded to wake an in- 
vestigation and lern if some officers hau 
not collected fees out there without 
making avy returns to the association. I 
asked the Chief to let Officer Bichie and Treas- 
urer of the tund hing «co to Clayton to investi- 
gute the matter. He wranted them a leuve on 
their application and they found that about 
$500 in fees had been collected out there by 
Captains, sergeants, detectives and policemen 
and retained by them, All the delin- 
quents were notifivdto pay up. They paid 
no attention to the matter. A second note 
Was sent them and many paid up the witness 
fees they had received for attendance at 
court after deduciing the mileage they had 
been allowed. The higher officers failed to 
come ferward, however. Again they were 
notified, aud I received word that a certain 
high offticiul wanted to see mein relation to 
fees. I paid no attention to his 
request, those who had 
ignored the notices to pay their fees 
were got before the committee. There were 
six or seven ofthem, and all captains, ser 
geants and detectives. They claimed that 
they had been to great expense in going out 
there, and thought they were entitied to keep 
the fees. Itold them we did not claim the 
mileage. They could retain that, but we 
wanted the fees they received for the 
number of aye they attended court 
as witnesses, told them they should 
be satisfied with free rides on the cars and 
full pay on tue city’s pay-rolls while they 
were out there, They went out in carriages, 
some of them said, and bad to pay for their 
meals. Itold them that while they were ont 
ing out there they were not eating at home, 
do that the meal question made no difference 
and that they had no right to have carriages 
to go out there 4 * ey could have gone 
ona train, which should be good enough 
for them.

Either 
by a curious coincidence, or as the result 
of irrational association, the father, motber 
and two sons became alike monomaniacs. 
The mother aoe have been well started to- 
ward lunacy before quitting Louisiana, where 
she was a voudou priestess — ber peo- 
ple; and the father may have been semi- 
idiotic before excitement unbalanced his 
weak inteliect, for ue was a very ignorant and 
superstitious native African. The woman 
dominated the family, and led them into a 
belief that some day deliverance would come 
to them miraculously. Her superstitious 
fancy conceived a chariot which would bring 
the conquerors oftheir enemies. That was 
the doctrine she taught them in, and around 
which she formulated a crude sort of 
religious worship. As time passed they 
aitiliated with a remnant of Arapahoe Indians. 
The Akenorth sons married Arapahoe squaws; 
and other sons and daughters born to the 
elder Akenorths also wedded with Arapahoes; 
until there was produced the Negro-Indian 
tribe which congregated below the waterfall 
when the white travelers emerged from the 
mountain. These mongrel people lodged in 
tepees, ate the beasts and fish of the moun- 
tains, and in many respecte lived like the 
aboriginal Indians; but their language became 
almost wholly that of the negroes, and old 
Chloe Akenorth queened it over them, with 
her weird witcheries brought from Louistana, 
and adapted to her hallucination of a forth- 
coming redemption by supernatural chariot-

The administration cannot be insensible of 
the fact that Commissioner Tanner’s reckless, 
lawless and profligate administration of the 
Pension Office is already a stench in the nos- 
trils of the whole country and specially of- 
fensive aud bumillating to every true soldier 
in the land. Even if there shall be no new pen- 
sion laws enacted by the next Congress the ap- 
propriation for pensions, under the ruling of 
Commissioner Tanner,must be increased from 
$25,000,000 to $40,000,000 a year; and instead of 
the gradual diminution of pensions that would 
be logical nearly a quarter of a century alter 
the close of the war, the present year will 
have the largest pension roll and the largest 
expenditure of our history.

It should be remembered that 
our payments fur pensions now are larger 
than tbe entire cost of the large standing army 
of Germany, including its pensions, and is 
certain to be increased in alarming proportion 
unless the administration shall promptly and 
imperatively call a halt upon Com missioner 
Tanner.

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AMERICA MADE A DUMPING GROUND FOB 
ENGLAND'S PAUPERS . 
— 


The Story of an Assisted Irish Emig rant 
Whe Landed at Castle Garden Yesterday 
—The Poor Authorities Advertising Free 

, Passage to America—Bold Work of the 
London Prisoners’ Aid Society.

we 1 This was the intelli- 
2 . gence imparted in an 
affidavit made at Castle Garden yesterday by 
Thomas Shea, who, with his son John, a lad 
of 15 years, and a daughter, Mary, 19 years 
old, arrived on the Anchor Line steamer City 
of Rome. Mr. Shea, who isastalwart Irish- 
man with bushy red galways, freely acknowl- 
edged that the passages of himself and son 
were paid by the poor authorities, and that 
£3 in English money had been given him for 
traveling expenses. 

Shea’s glory is that he lived in the town of 
Tralee, County Kerry, Ireland, and was a la- 
borer in a stone quarry. Wages in the best of 
times, he gays, were not more than s shillings 
per day, ana before leaving he earned less 
than 1 shilling. He had hardly money at 
times, as he expressed it, ‘‘to buy a ha’penny 
doock’’ (duck), and there were hundreds 
around him worse off. Several farmers were 
evicted. Shea’s wife died a year ago, and he 
was without money to pay house rent or sup- 
port his children. 

4 CHANCE TO EMIGRATE. 

One day his son John, who isa bright little 
chap, came home with the news that circulars 
were being distributed around the place to 
the effect that a Mr. French would send 
away any destitute families who desired to 
go to America. Shea said he understood 
that French acted as the agent of Mr. Crossly, 
one of the chief landlords of County Kerry. 
He also heard that Crossly was the right-hand 
man of Col. Spades, a member of the British 
Army and acting as an agent of the British 
Government in Ireland. The Colonel, he said, 
was stationed in County Kerry some time be- 
fore aud was actively engaged in the work of 
shipping poor people out of the country. Col. 
Spades’ title was Head Inspector. Shea could 
not tell the particular Government depart- 
ment he worked under, Dut it is supposed that 
he is under the Board of Poor Guardians, who 
have before been heard of in ridding Ireland 
of her paupers by sending them to America. 
Mr. Shea applied to Mr. French, and tickets 
for himselfiand son were furnished at once. 
He had already received money for Mary’s 
passage from his sister, Johanna Shea, 


who lives at No. 393 Putnam avenue, Brook- 
lyn. Mr. French also gave him adraft for £3 
on Henderson Bros., agents for the Anchor 
Line in this city. This was with the under- 
standing that Shea was to return the money, 
together with the ticket Money, as soon as he 
earned enough in this country todo so. Col. 
Spades, Shea said, had been furnished witha 
sum to be paid out for tickets, and all of tho 
families sent over would have to agree to re- 
turn their passage money and other funds fur- 
nished on the same terme as Shea had. It is 
supposed that the 260 families will inciude no 
less than 1 thousand people and 
probably more. Shea said he had 
never been an inmate of any alms- house 
or prison and he came here to look for work. 
Besides his sister Johanna, in Brooklyn, he 
has two nephews, John and Michael Shea, 
who live in Vermillion County, III. Shea and 
his children were detained and will probably 
ae Saas back to Ireland when the City of Rome 
sails. 
ANXIOUS TO LEAVE IRELAND. 

Mr. Shea asserted that there were any num- 
ber of poor peopie in County Kerry who would 
snap at the cnance offered of coming to 
America. The evicted tarmers especially 
are anxious to come, as they feel that thelr 
condition cannot possibly be worse, and 
from the pictures drawn of free America 
they think there is a lively chance of 
bettering themselves. When turned away 
from their farms there is nothing for them to 
do except to labor, and asthe labor market is 
already more thun stocked with men willing 
to work tora bare pittance the evicted farm- 
ers rarely fina 9 to do. Nothing is left 
excopt to enter the Poor-house with their 
families, and this the landlords do not relish, 
as they must then support the people they 
have cast forth upon the world. ence Land- 
lord Crossly’s lively interest in sending the 
evicted ones to America through the poor 
guardians, and hence also the willingness of 
poverty-stricken tenants to accept the only 
appurent means of solving the problem of 
**how to live.’’ 

The quarries in Kerry, Shea said, are 
acarcely worked atalland the men are paid 
scarcely enough to keep the breath of life in 
them. Ifthey have families itis next to an 
impossibility to support them. Anotherreason 
for driving so many away is that rich land 
holders are turning their land into pasture. 
Ihe poor Irish families are thus deprived ofa 
chance to turn them to account, the amount 
of tilted land being sosmail as not to yield 
sufficient revenue for rents and living ex- 
penses. Itissaid notonly in County Kerry, 
but in other parts of Ireland as well, the work 
of collecting and sending away the poor of 
various counties goes steadily on, It is done 
openly. Ihe poor authorities advertise free 
rates to America, 

A DUMPING GROUND FOR CRIMINALS. 

In London the Prisoners’ Aid Society is 
doing a similar work for ex crimina!s, al- 
though not so openly, A number of com- 
panies of ex-convicts have already been re- 
turned and some of these have been as 
promptly sent over again under assumed 
names, landing sometimes in New York and 
at other timesin Philadelphia. Among those 
returned werea number of young men who 
practically had contracts with a cuntractor at 
Seguin, Tex., to work for the Southern Pa- 
cific Rallway. A number of them came back 
a second time on tne Edam on her last trip. 
Thus is the United States made a 
dumping ground for Europe's un- 
desirable poor and  criminai classes. 
Com missioner Stephenson, who was 
at Castle Gurden when the Sueas arrived, said 
it was a fair sample of the way poor peopice 
were being shipped to the United States in ar- 
der to relieve their native governments of the 
burden oftheirsupport. Some time ago an 
advertisement appeared in an Irish paper in 
which the poor guardians openly offered to 
send poor people over to America. 

Shea said a number bad been sent away be- 
fore he started, and thatthe others would be 
sentin small companies. He spoke with a 
rich brogue, and seemed much presttallen at 
being detained. The Castle Garden authori- 
ties will keep a sharp lookout for the others 
who are likely to follow.

One Hundred Thousand Shares of Stock 
Placed in Londen.

Boston, July 20.—The Terminal Oity people 
are jubilant to-day over the receipt of a cable- 
gtam from agents of the company in London, 
England, announcing the sale of a block of 
100,000 shares of the company’s treasury stock 
for the round sum of $200,000, or $2 per share, 
This sale, it is claimed, will enable the com- 
pany to carry out successfully the plans laid 
when it began operations about a year ago. 

The Terminal City Co., limited, was char- 


tered in 1888 by the Parliament of Nova 
Scotia for the purpose of 1 a 
manufacturing and sh- 
near the eastern terminus 
of the Strait of Canso. Here this 
company has secured 5 tracts 
of land on the extreme eastern point of the 
mainiand, where the harbor is accessible at 
all times and navigable without the aid of lo- 
cal pilots. This land extends about three 
miles along the deep water front. Directly 
acrossthe strait the company has secured 
large lots gf land bordering on an excellent 
barbor on which there are valuable mines of 
coal granted by the crown, which are now be- 
ing opened. charter for railroads o con-

She had deliberately applied a match 
to her underclothing in her mad determination 
to make an end to herself. The police officers 
say she has attempted suicide a hundred 
times, and with no sham about the attempts, 
either. She is lying in the City Hospital in a 
precarious condition, but the doctors think 
to-night she will recover.

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THAT WILL BE THE BIG ISSUE IN THE 
COMING SCHOOL CAMPAIGN. 


The South Side Citizens Glad That Chair 
man Carlisle of the Pemocratie Central 
Committee Has Deciared for No Politics 
in the lection and Hope the Bepub- 
lican Committee Will Take the Same 
View. 


When some of the members of the Demo- 
cratic Central Committee called upon Chair- 
map Carlisie about a week or so ago with the 
request that be call a meeting of the commit- 
tee for the purp se of making arrangements 
for the next election of school directors in 
October, Mr. Carlisle said that he was not in 
favor of the committee taking up the subject, 
for the reason that in his opinion politics 
should have no place in schoo! affairs. 

„That politics be kept out of the next 
school election is just what we 
want,“ said a South Side citizen 
this morning. There was no politics 
in the last election because there was a prince 
ple involved—that was whether German should 
be continued Inthe schools or not. Settle- 
ment on that question entirely overshadowed 
political feeling, and there will be an issue in 
the coming election which will have the same 
effect. The issue I refer to ig whether the an- 
nual schoo! picnic holiday isto be abandoned 
or not. The present board, despite the almoat 
unanimous sentiment on the South Side, de- 
cided in the spring to abandon the 
custom of granting a holiday for 
such 4 purpose. The south Side 
citigens, as all know, madea vigorous fight 
against the board’s action, but all efforts to 
secure a reconsideration were futile. When 
the board refused positively to retreat from 
the stand it had taken in this matter a number 
of the school district picnic committees ac- 
quiesced to the board’s authority, but the 
board’s action did not change their sentiment 
on the subject. Several of the South Side 
school picnic committees which had already 
arranged dates for their school 
Pienics refused, however, to submit to 
the board’s decree and held their 
picnics in spite of the board’s refusal to grant 
them ajholiday. The picnics given by the Lyon, 
Chariess and Shepherd Schools in deflance of 
the board's order furnished good evidence of 
the sentiment of the children’s parents upon 
this subject. These picnics, as every one 
knows who attended them, were as large as 
any ever given by these schools, not a hun- 


dred scholars being left in any one of the 
school houses which I have named on the da 
on which their school picnic was given. A 
every one of these picnics the 

OPINION OF THE CITIZENS 
on the School Board’saction was freely ex- 
pressed and it was tacitiy agreed that every 
candidate for School Director from a South 
Side district, or at large, must declare himself 
openly on the subject of school picnics. If he 
is ae to a N being granted an- 
nually for this purpose then those who are in 
favor of the old custom will vote against 
him, and anyone who has sounded the 
sentiment oof the South Side people 
on the subject knows what that means. It 
means defeat. We propose to elect no candi- 
date from a South Side district whose vote we 
cannot count on when this question is brought 
up again next spring. Thereis no organized 
movement to this end as yet, and in all prob- 
ability will not be, but there is a thorough un- 
derstanding, and that is sufficient. 

Those members of the present board who 
Opposed the grant of a holiday for school 

icnics will have an especiaily hard row to 

oe on the South Side. The reason 
is because of their meanness in taking the 
stand which they did in regard to school pic- 
nics after several of the school committees 
had arranged their dates and begun tbeir 

reparations for the day. They should at 
easthave been considerate enough to give 
timely warning of their intention. Another 
thing,which we will hoid against the present 
members, andthat is their action in depriv- 
ing us of what we asked when at the same time 
they granted holidays spreading over several 
weeks in order to allow the children to attend 
the Exposition. The board said to us, you 
can hold your picnics on Saturdays if you 
want, but they did not say tothe managers of 
the Exposition: ‘Gentlemen, if you really 
want the children to attend the great Exposi- 
tion letthem go on Saturdays.’ No, they 
did’nt say that to them and why? Because the 
Exposition managers did not want 
it that way. No more did we want to have our 
picnics on Saturdays for various and good. 
reasons. But our protests were unheeded. 

es, concluded the South Side citizen, 
e are glad on the South Side to learn that 
Chairman Carlisle ofthe Democratic Central 
Committee does not think that politics should 
figure in the coming election for 
school directors and we hope that 
the Republican City Central Committee will 
entertain the same views. We don’t want 
any politics inthe comirg contest, we have

A bullet wound in 
the fleshy part of her left arm looked 
ghastiy, while her whole left side was 
bruised and bleeding, the left ankle 
being badly broken from the fall. Dalley was 
sent to the hospital and at the request of her 
friends the Davis woman was conveyed to her 
room in the house of Mamie Adair on Chest- 
nut street, near Thirteenth, 
THE AFFRAY 

was one of well planned murder and suicide. 
8 who came to this city some eight 
months ago from Louisville, Ky., was infat- 
uated with the woman. She encouraged 
him in his attentions for some time and 
then threw him over, He had given 
her a diamond ring, valued at $150, and de- 
manded its return. She refused, they quar- 
reled and he caused her arrest.

The police could do notb- 
ing in the case and the Davis woman was re- 
leased, Yesterday Dailey called at the Chest- 
nut street house and rang the bell. No atten- 
tion was paid to him and he soon went away. 
He then sent a number ot notes to the girl 
esking to see her. About 7 o’clock in the 
evening she consented to talk to him and 
Dailey sent a carriage around to take her to 
his room at 703 Pine street. She went. Hardly 
haa she entered the room when the infuriated 
man drew a revolver {from his pocket, selze d 
Miss Davis by the arm, and with the words, 
„We will die together, opened fire. The 
shot struck his victim m the arm, but before 
he could shoot a second time she had 
wrenched herself loose and fled toward the 
window, in her fright hurling herself head 
foremost to the street. The rest of the 
agedy has been told. 

The woman will recover. Dailey died about 
noon to-day at the City Hospital, never rally- 
ing from the sbock consequent upon the 
wound inflicted by his own hand. Dailey 
caine here from Louisville, Ky., where 
bis widowed mother lives on East Walnut 
street. He spent most of his time in 
the Louisville pool-rooms. About six weeks 
ago be won 51,600 playing faro at Jefferson- 
ville. With this money he came to St. Louis 
aod started making books on the races. Since 
coming to this city he has frequented the 
pool-rooms almost every day. He figured in 
several proposed prize fights as a backer and 
3 started a ‘‘crap-house’’ in pool al- 
ey.

Six Hundred Men Out at West Superior— 
Rioting Feared. 


By Telegranvh to the PFosr-Disrarcn. 

WEsT SUPERIOR, Wis., July 20.—A general 
strike was inaugurated yesterday among the 
laborers and over 600 are out. They demand 
an increase from $1.50 per day to $1.75. They 
visited the St. Paul & Pacific’s coal dock, 
where fourteen men were working at the 
40-cents-an-hour rate under police protection. 
‘They overpowered the police and routed the 
men. The strike hasan ugiy look, as the 
men are determined and the contractors 
equally so. The St. Paul & Pacific and the 
Northwestern Fuel Co. refuse to meet the con- 
cession made by the Lehigh to the eoal-heav- 
ers of 40 cents an hour. They claim they can 
hire men at 40 cents, and propose to do so, 
One of the leaders has been arrested. A com- 
pany of State militia has been ordered to the 
scene of trouble. 


An Outbreak Expected. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 20.—The Journal’s 
West Superior (Wis.) special says: Every- 
thing is quiet among the strikers here, but 
the officials are expecting an outbreak. Last 
night a gang of strikers overpowered the 
sheriff and police and foreed a large number 
of coal dock employes to threwup their jobs. 
Six of the mob leaders were arrested. Mayor 
McRay telegraphed Gov. Hoard last nijcht 
asking that troops be sent here. In response 
a company from Eau Claire arrived at9 a. m. 
to day under Gen. Griffin. No action has yet 
been taken towards settling the strike. 


Murderous Sailors.

President Shaw intimated also that the 
bondholders would be compelled to prove 
their rights in court.

Mr. E. T. Jettery, General Manager of the 
Illinois Central Railroad, was asked to-day if 
the published statement that he had resigned 
that position was true. He replied that it 
was; that President Fish now has it in his 
hands and that it is to take effect in October 
next. Mr. Jeffery declares that his retire- 
ment is due to a desire to get out of the har- 
ness which he has borne for nearly thirty 
years without intermission.

An Important Patent. 


CHICAGO, July 20.—A firm in this city, en- 
gaged in the manufacture of tin cans and 
japanned ware, has patented an invention 


which competent judges say, will revolution- 
ize the iron and stee! industry of the world, 
Patents have been secured in the leading 
countries of the world. It is in brief a process 
by whieh molten metal may be rolled into 
any desired shape, thus sav ng all interme- 
diate processes. It was invented originally to 
roll molten solder into tin lates, but 
the process is pronounced y experts 
to be equally applicable to iron and 
steel in its various forms of plates, structural 
and rails. It is believed that the cost of 
manufacturing steel railscan be reduced to 
the extent of $0 per ton, and that thin iron 
plates for tinning can be made much below 
the cost of roduction of tin plates in 
Wales, thus making a new industry in this 
country. The molten metal is passed between 
rollers which is chilled as it passes, the rollers 
being keptcool by astream of water which 
passes through them. Another advantages 
that iron and steel so rolled will be much 
more even and closer in texture than that 
made by present methods, being free from the 
air holes which result from the intermediate 
processes.

“BRADSTREET’S” REPORT. 


The Week Reviewed in Ali Leading Lines of 
Business. 


By Telegranh to the PostT-~DISPATCH. 

New YORK, July 20.—Special telegrams to 
Bradstreet's report no material increase in the 
volume of general trade. In a few lines at 
several cities slight gains are noted, but an 
average demand and moderate distribution 
appearto bethe rule. At Kansas City the 
volume of trade is rather below that of a week 


ago. Leather is quiet and hides are dull at 
Boston.

It ig not because Sullivan made the statement 

that it is entitled to much weight, but because 

it is extremely doubtful whether he will ever 

again be able to secure backing. There is a 

question whether his victory over Kilrain was 

not more of a curse than a benefit to him. 

The instant he got back to New Orieans from 

the battie-grounds he commenced drinking 

and by evening was avery drunk man. He 
does not seein to have sobered up at any time 
since, for every account received of him from 
that time contained the information that he 
was drunk. He was not sober when he left 
New Orleans, was drunk at Nashville, fight- 
ing drunk at Chicago, and now news 
comes from New York that he 
arrived there in a state of speech- 
less intoxication.
